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Planting Seeds of Liberty 
Rochester Dedicates Liberty Elm Tree

enough to be chosen among them. BSA Troop 31 also 
received a generous donation for its participation. It is 
hoped that this tree, named after Boston's original Liberty 
Tree, symbol of freedom for the colonists, will inspire 
patriotism and elm tree restoration, while leaving a living 
legacy in Rochester. 

"I would like to thank the Elm Research Institute 
and the anonymous donor who is a great supporter of the 
Boy Scouts and elm restoration who provided this tree 
for us," said Susan Adams of the Rochester Green Ways 
Committee. "We feel very proud and we wanted also to 
thank the Boys Scouts of Troop 31 who worked hard on 
this project." 

According to Ms. Adams, the tree derived its 
name from the shadowy group known as The Sons of 
Liberty, who would often meet in those days before the 
American Revolution under these plantings. 

"The Sons of Liberty began to meet very quietly 
under these Liberty Elm trees," she said. "That's where 
the name 'liberty elm' came from because many towns 
and areas around Boston planted liberty trees and used 
them for this purpose — as a gathering place." 

Well-known Rochester resident and retired Judge 
Chris Byron was on hand to explain how a piece of one of 
the original Boston Liberty Elm Trees came into his pos- 
session and he has used it for years as his judge's gavel, 
which he showed to those present.

the center of Rochester around 8:30 am, ready to endure 
in the 5-kilometer (3.1-mile) course that lay before them.

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There are five unique doll houses, an old general store, 
and a wonderful 1973 horse barn with toy horses resid- 
ing inside of it. There is also a collection of stuffed bears 
positioned inside of an aged boat model. 

Traveling further into the museum, upstairs 
and eventually into the carriage house, you begin to see 
how different everyday life in Mattapoisett was back 
then compared to now. There are immediate ties to the 
waters that surround the town. Seam rubbers, which are 
instruments made of wood or bone and used to flatten 
the seams of sails, can be found in this particular display. 
Other interesting pieces are a diary and a stamp that were 
used to record the capturing of whales. If the stamp only 
showed the bottom half of the whale, meaning its tail, that 
indicated that the whale was harpooned but escaped. 

The carriage house holds the bigger items of 
the tour, including wagons, ice cutting tools, household 
appliances. Native American artifacts, sewing machines, 
bed warmers, bath tubs and a descriptive model of a salt 
works operation. The first fire wagon to ever exist in Mat- 
tapoisett, which looks nothing like the fire trucks used 
today, is shown front and center. In another part of the 
carriage house, a mast from the last ship to have departed 
from the port of New Bedford can be found hanging 
from the ceiling above. This boat was, of course, called 
The Wanderer. On its last trip into the sea. The Wanderer 
crashed upon the sharp rocks of Cuttyhunk Island. This 
mast, that eventually made its way to the museimi after

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

cants," Chairman Henry said. "But we have to make sure 
we don't compromise the integrity of the process." 

"We viewed it more as a bookkeeping type of thing, 
but I guess there are legal steps to follow," agreed BOH 
member Albin Johnson. 

"As it stands right now, there is a vacancy that exists 
... that needs to be filled," Mr. Dawson said. "We have to 
consider all qualified applicants." 

The board next unanimously voted to sign and ap- 
prove the warrant for the September 22 Special Town 
Meeting, to consist of the following four articles: 

• Article SI will ask voters to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to purchase a 1.3-acre parcel of land that runs 
adjacent to the existing Little Neck Village property to al- 
low the future expansion of the site. 

• Article 52 will ask voters to approve the transfer 
of the care, custody and control of that 1.3 acres of land 
to the Marion Affordable Housing Trust so as to proceed 
with the Little Neck Village Housing Project. 

• Article S3 will ask voters to transfer the care, 
custody and control of the existing Little Neck Village 
Housing Project from the Town of Marion to the Marion 
Affordable Housing Trust, to be combined with the new 
expanded facility. 

"It should be noted that the current deed is not 
age-restricted, and both new transfers will carry an age 
restriction," Selectman Gushing said. 

• Article 54 will ask voters to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to transfer a sewer easement from Hermitage 
Road to the parcel of land where Little Neck Village now 
sits from the Town of Marion to the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust. 

"The entire warrant will deal with Little Neck Vil- 
lage," Mr. Dawson said. "We've had conversations with 
the Planning Board about including some articles on this

Dawson said. "It is a position required by state law. Those 
bids have been opened and the evaluating committee has 
met with the applicants.

and style that it was written by the Selectmen's attorneys in the 
case. 

The statement omits the important fact that the Town 

Meeting vote to swap Tinkham Forest was ruled unlawful by 
the court. The overwhelming evidence showed that Floyd Tin- 
kham intended for Tinkham Forest to be protected for the use 
and enjoyment of future generations and he did not intend his 
gift to be transferable by the town. 

The statement reveals the relentless approach the Se- 
lectmen and their lawyers have taken in this case. The theme is 
that the plaintiffs are blocking the town from receiving fabulous 
benefits the swap would bring and that these benefits somehow 
justify the swap. We teach our children that no amoimt of gain 
justifies an unlawful act.

men's response to the plaintiff's suit was to grease the gears 
of their legal machine with an unlimited budget. The plain- 
tiffs stood firm in their resolve although they had nothing of 
monetary value to gain. They only wanted the town to keep the 
promise it made to Floyd Tinkham in 1968 when it accepted his 
gift. The court's decision that the promise had to be kept was no 
surprise. 

Appeals from the decision were filed by the Selectmen 
and by the plaintiffs. The Selectmen's appeal claimed that the 
judge was wrong in ruling the swap unlawful. The plaintiff's 
appeal claimed that this ruling was correct but the judge should 
have required the town to pay their legal fees and the judge 
should not have addressed access in his opinion. 

The statement also omits an important part of the failed 
settlement proposals. The plaintiffs indicated that they would 
dismiss their appeal and waive their claim for attorneys fees 
if the Board of Selectmen would only enforce the town's 2003 
contract with the Bay Club developers guaranteeing three xmim- 
peded public access routes to Tinkham Forest. Although signed, 
this contract has never been recorded in the Registry of Deeds. 
The Selectmen declined, so the case goes on because the plain- 
tiffs believe that free access will be valued by and important to 
future generations. 

The statement says the Board of Selectmen has directed 
its attorneys to dismiss its appeal. This comes after the parties 
have both expended substantial legal resources on the issues 
related to the Selectmen's appeal over the past year The Select- 
men's appeal had a great handicap because it was defectively 
filed. Perhaps a late dawning realization of this defect has some- 
thing to do with the timing of the decision to dismiss. 

Tinkham Forest is not just any piece of land. It has been 
preserved for its historic value for the last 130 years. It is crossed 
by the Sippican Trail, once trod by Massasoit, Machacam, Toto- 
sin and Benjamin Church. Whatever else the swap would have 
produced, it could never have replaced what would have been 
lost. Tinkham Forest is still a "special" place.

To the Editor: 

I wish to express my gratitude to the Mattapoisett 

Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners for their information- 
al meeting on August 13, regarding a proposed sewer project 
for Mattapoisett Neck. Their presentation and the questions 
from the audience provided an opportunity to become better 
informed about this costly $14,750,000 proposal. 

Like many present at the meeting, I am deeply con- 
cerned about creating such a large individual and commxmity- 
wide financial burden. Many economists say we are in the most 
difficult financial period since the Great Depression. Housing 
prices are falling, unemployment is rising, and wage growth 
is negative. Housing prices could be depressed for years, and 
the more than $31,000 burden from initial sewer "betterment" 
charges per household could be the tipping point for many fami- 
lies on the financial edge. Further, selling our homes would be 
hindered by this liability, as any unpaid betterment fees would 
be immediately recorded on our deeds as a lien. 

This project could impact every Mattapoisett taxpayer. 
We don't know for sure, but perhaps several hundred new 
homes could be built on previously unbuildable lots. Not only 
could that change the beauty and bucolic nature of the Neck, it 
could place ever-rising costs for infrastructure, schools, police 
and fire on every taxpayer in the town. To give you an idea of 
what that future burden might be, a recent study noted that 
infrastructure fees have risen 77 percent from 2003 to 2007 in 
U.S. cities and towns. The Commissioners clearly noted that the 
town's sewer capacity was "capped" and that a building boom 
was tmlikely, but we don't know what future capacity increases 
may take place or the outcome of potential legal challenges by 
developers yearning to build on previously xmbuildable parcels. 

In addition to those infrastructure costs, the betterment 
fees are just the beginning. We have no idea what our sewer use 
fees will be in the future, and they may rise dramatically despite 
the best efforts of our town. I did an Internet search for informa- 
tion on cost increases of sewer use fees in other cities and towns; 
the results were chilling. It appears that cost increases of 50 to 
100 percent are not uncommon. I really fell in love with my 
trusty septic system after reading about those steep sewer fee 
increases!

However, please keep in 
mind that the presenter for the Commissioner's stated that he 
didn't think very many of us were having problems with our 
septic systems. He was probably correct, and I hope we will 
decide to allow individuals to repair their individual septic 
problems in accordance with established Title V procedures 
rather than saddling the entire area with a large, government- 
run sewer project. In this tenuous financial environment, it's 
important to avoid urmecessary spending that will be especially 
burdensome to those most financially-vulnerable. 

In recent years, overspending has led America to 
become the most indebted nation on earth. It takes $2.5 billion of 
borrowing from China and other foreign nations every business 
day to support our excess spending. Towns across our nation 
are now suffering financially from excessive budgets. Let's not 
add to that burden by saddling working families and senior 
citizens with this expensive and unnecessary sewer project.

West Nile Warning 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
(DPH) announced recently the identification of the first 
West Nile Virus (WNV) positive mosquito of 2008 in Mat- 
tapoisett. Confirmatory laboratory tests were completed 
at the State Laboratory Institute on August 11. The species 
of mosquito that test positive typically bites birds and not 
humans. 

While WNV can infect people of all ages, people 
over the age of 50 are at a higher risk for severe infection. 
WNV is most commonly transmitted to humans by the 
bite of a mosquito infected with the virus. Mattapoisett 
and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health rec- 
ommend that the public take action now to avoid mos- 
quito bites and reduce mosquito populations around their 
home and neighborhoods. 

"We are finding WNV throughout Massachu- 
setts," said DPH State Epidemiologist Dr Al DeMaria. 
"There is significant activity in the greater Boston area; as 
well as communities in the Worcester and Springfield ar- 
eas. People should consider the virus as being established 
in Massachusetts for the summer. The warm, wet summer 
is continuing to support mosquito populations and allow- 
ing the virus to spread." 

In 2007, there were six human cases of WNV in 
Massachusetts. While WNV can infect people of all ages, 
people over the age of 50 are at higher risk for severe dis- 
ease.

• Avoid Mosquito Bites: Be Aware of Peak 
Mosquito Hours. The hours from dusk to dawn are peak 
biting times for many mosquitoes. Consider reschedul- 
ing outdoor activities that occur during evening or early 
morning. 

• Clothing Can Help Reduce Mosquito Bites. 
Wearing long-sleeves, long pants and socks when out- 
doors will help keep mosquitoes away from your skin. 

• Apply Insect Repellent when outdoors. Use a 
repellent with DEET (N, N-diethyl-m-toluamide), per- 
methrin, picaridin (KBR 3023), oil of lemon eucalyptus 
[p-methane 3, 8-diol (PMD)] or IR3535 according to the 
instructions on the product label. DEET products should 
not be used on infants under two months of age and 
should be used in concentrations of 30 percent or less on 
older children. Oil of lemon eucalyptus should not be 
used on children under three years of age. 

• Mosquito-Proof Your Home: Drain Standing 
Water Mosquitoes lay their eggs in standing water. Limit 
the number of places around your home for mosquitoes 
to breed by either draining or discarding items that hold 
water. Check rain gutters and drains. Empty any unused 
flowerpots and wading pools, and change water in bird- 
baths frequently.

Tropic Thunder. Starring Ben Stiller, Robert Downey Jr., and 
Jack Black. Directed by Ben Stiller. Running time: 107 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

The closest Ben Stiller has come to creating a real character — actually 
inhabiting a role and playing its reality — was probably his performance 
as the hapless but decent Ted in There's Something About Mary. That was 
ten summers ago (he did interesting work in the same year's Zero Effect, 
Vermanent Midnight, and Your Friends & Neighbors too), and since then Stiller 
seems to have been content to condescend to the jerks and nitwits he plays. 
A smug, superior tone has crept into his acting and calcified there. StiUer's 
new vehicle. Tropic Thunder, which he also cowrote and directed, has been 
talked about as his comeback — his bid for comedic cred after too many 
Night at the Museums and Heartbreak Kids. It isn't, though. This time. Stiller 
doesn't just smirk with hip disdain at the doofus he's playing — he does it 
at the entire acting profession. 

Tropic Thunder has one of those wheels-within-wheels insider plots 
much beloved of young talent disgusted by the Hollywood machine. A 
Vietnam war epic called Tropic Thunder is being filmed on location. Its 
stars — lunkheaded action star Tugg Speedman (Stiller), self-destructive 
fart-humor hack Jeff Portnoy (Jack Black), and obsessive Method actor Kirk 
Lazarus (Robert Downey Jr.) — can't quite find the reality in the overwritten 
script (based on a book by a 'Nam vet played by a growling Nick Nolte). The 
stars' hesitations are costing the production millions, so Nolte's character 
suggests turning the actors — rounded out by rapper-tumed-actor Alpa 
Cmno (Brandon T. Jackson) and levelheaded newcomer Kevin Sandusky 
(Jay Baruchel) — loose in the jungle so they can experience its pains and 
perils for themselves. Unfortunately, some heroin runners are camped 
nearby, and they have live ammo. 

It should be said that Robert Downey Jr.'s annus mirabilis continues 
here. As a blonde Aussie actor straining for verisimilitude in anything he 
does, including getting skin-pigmentation surgery to play the black soldier 
Lincoln Osiris and never breaking character, Downey imbues the movie 
with whatever soul (though I use that word cautiously in this context) and 
commitment it has. Kirk Lazarus' devotion to Jiis craft is supposed to be 
one of the movie's little jokes, but Downey transcends the joke. The script 
tries to make fun of Lazarus for appropriating black skin and attitude, but 




the joy Lazarus /Downey takes in the performance — which never comes 
close to mockery or "blackface" — wipes out the movie's inside-baseball 
jeers at self-serious actors. He's certainly more fun than anything else in the 
film. 

Even Lazarus, though, is ultimately betrayed by the movie's big banal 
point — that actors are insecure princes ruled by coarse kings with money. 
The coarse king here is Tom Cruise as a fat, bald studio boss; the problem is 
that Cruise is too identifiably Tom Cruise larking in a bald cap and padding 
— he doesn't bother to create a character, either (It's Jiis usual win-win- 
win persona in Homer Simpson drag. Cruise could use some Kirk Lazarus 
juice.) Actors are insecure! Stop the presses! The movie is also about how 
they man up and prevail under pressure, so the satire doesn't cut very deep. 
The jaded, cynical screenwriters (including Etan Cohen and Justin Theroux) 
take soft shots at the hand that feeds them. 

Tropic Thunder probably needed to be cast with actual stars ribbing 
their standard personae; imagine Vin Diesel in the Tugg Speedman role 
(and how much funnier he'd have been going "full retard" in the Simple ]ack 
clips). Stiller and Black are playing actors hackier than they are (Downey 
isn't, and doesn't condescend to Lazarus or Osiris), which is a way of acting 
like a hack wJiile pretending you're above it. For all its movie-within-the- 
movie cleverness. Tropic Thunder says notJiing new or particularly funny 
about the movies we watch or the tropes we fall for (I did, however, laugh 
heartily at a bit between Downey and a fellow superhero-blockbuster actor 
who will go unnamed here). At the end of the day, what we're watching is a 
lot of sketch-level buffoonery against a backdrop of big-budget explosions 
and gunfights — which are supposed to be taken ironically, of course. But 
ironic explosions are still as loud and stupid as the same old ones.
